Penguins mostly sp end their lives on 
the water, but when, during the breed­ 
ing season, they are obliged to seek 
the shore they establish cities, many 
acres often being laid out in squares, 
comp osed of what might be called 
streets, running at right angles. The 
birds not only lay out their city after 
p icking up all the loose stones till the 
whole p lace is as smooth as a board 
floor, but they take p ossession in cou­ 
p les, each p air selecting a home site, 
not to build a nest, but merely to se­ 
cure a p articular sp ot on tbe bare 
ground. 
The hen lays one eg» r. and only one, 
and during the time of incubation the 
male bird brings her food from the 
sea or sits ou the egg awhile himself 
if she wants to go out and take a 
swim. The lady p enguins grow so fat 
and sleek under the good care of their 
faithful mates that they are eagerly 
hunted at the breeding season. 
The old birds are tough and flshy, 
but the tender young matrons are In 
great demand, both for their oil and 
flesh. Even the eggs have an oily and 
fishy flavor and taste as hens' eggs 
might if cooked in p araffin. The p en­ 
guin has wings, like other birds, but 
they are altogether too short to fly 
with, though they assist him some­ 
what in waddling over the ground.— 
Cornhill Magazine.

OF 
CITY 
DESTROYED 
BY EARTHQUAKE AND F U M E S 


San F rancisco is frequently com ­ 
pared with Naples by travelers who 
have an eye for scenic beauty. S itu­ 
ated on th e delightful shores of the 
finest h arb or in the w orlu and rising 
gradually aw ay from the w ater line in 
a graded succession of beautiful hills, 
the m etropolis of the Pacific slope, 
as one approaches it on ship, offers a 
picturesque and varied 
panoram a. 
This is especially true a t night when 
(he electrical display from quays to 
far aw ay sub urb an villas 
nestling 
am ong th e hills is magnificent. 
San F rancisco is a city uf rom ance. 
Its nam e suggests q ua int and com ­ 
pelling events, m any of them h istori­ 
cal. 
On th e great sea which links 
the orient w ith the 
O ccident, 
tlie 
American city from yea» * to year has 
been grow ing, in com m ercial im port­ 
ance. Asidq from its w ealth and b usi­ 
ness prestige, San F rancisco has a 
place in Am erican history as the early 
settling place of venturesom e friais, 
Francisco Palou and Benito Ctimbou, 
who left M onterey June 17; 17 7 6, and 
arrived a t th e site of the present city 
ten days later. 
Settled In 17 7 6 . 
Seven civilians and seventeen d ra ­ 
goons and th eir fam ilies accom pan­ 
ied th e friars, who, attracted oy ike 
fine h a rb or and na tura l facilities for 
a settlem ent, on October S, 17 7 6, es­ 
tablished the S panish Mission of San 
Francisco. 
A lthough founded 13(1 
years agb, this church stilt sta nd s at 
the corne r of Dolores and Sixteenth 
streets. 
T he abode wails a re th re e 
feet thick and rest on foundations of 
rough stone. The walls are intact, 
and the tabernacle, ancient as it is, 
still is used for religious w orship. 
Adjoining if is th e old Mission cem e­ 
tery. 
T he next incident of im portance in 
the developm ent of the tow n was the 
arrival of an Am erican in lo3 6 His 
nam e was Jacob P. Lease, who had 
ob ta iie d 
from G overnor Chico 
a 
grant of land in what was then te rm ­ 
ed Y erba Buenff. Lease built a small 
fram e house on what is now a lot on 
the south side of Clay street, west of 
D upont, and celebrated th e com ple­ 
tion of his hom e by running ip the 
A m erican flag July 4. 18 36. In 18 40 
th ere were four A m ericans, fcur E ng­ 
lishm en and six oth e r E urope ans in 
Yerba Buela. In Ja nua ry, 18 47 , out 
of respect for the old mission, the 
nam e of th e settlem ent was changed 
to San Francisco. 
R h-. 1i ot' Forty-Niners. 
It was two years later, or F e b ru­ 
ary 2 s, 1S49, th at the first ste a m er of 
the Pacific Mail com pany reached the 
village, b ut within a tow years San 
Francisco was lesfined to be the live­ 
liest of all the far w estern towns. 
T hete occurred d uring this period 
one of those events w hich nave fur­ 
nished m a terial for h is t-rv and ro­ 
m ance— the discovery of gold in Cali­ 


fornia. W ith th e rush of fortune seek- 
eis to th e slope in th a t and following 
years, San F rancisco becam e a great 
outfitting point. 
All sorts of land 
cra ft fringed 
its 
environs, 
while 
in the h arb or lay steam and sailing 
cra ft from all nations. 
The w onderful stories of huge nug­ 
gets and untold secretions of gold 
m ade the m arch F riscow ard trem en­ 
dous. All the world contributed, and 
at one tim e th e re w ere anchored in 
the h arb or as m a nj as 4 00 
hips de­ 
serted by th e ir crews. Im m ediately 
afte r this sensational climax of the 
d ram a of th e gold h unters San F ra n­ 
cisco passed 
th rough 
d a rk 
days. 
C rim e becam e ra m pa nt and law and 
order w ere by-words. In June, 18 51. 
a vigilance com m ittee w?as organized, 
and w ithout delay hung several m ur­ 
derers and banished others. The wave 
of lawlessness subsided only to rise 
again in 1 8 56, when a second vigi­ 
lance com m ittee acted so drastically 
and effectively that the citv’s good 
nam e eventually was restored. 
Just as th e finding of precious m et­ 
als put California on a lasting basis 
of prosperity, so did it enrich and es­ 
tablish firmly as a com m ercial center 
the city of San Francisco. T hose who 
are m ost interested 
in the 
city’s 
grow th claim th at even if a horde of 
gold h unte rs had not populated San 
Francisco and converted it i 
u a day 
from a peaceful and pretty village in­ 
to a roaring, hysterical and crim e-rid­ 
den m ining cam p, the 
m unicipal­ 
ity’s natura l 
facilities 
would cer­ 
tainly have b rough t it people and 
prosperity. 
A pparently th is belief is founded 
on fact. San F rancisco bay, one of 
the city’s chief claim s of ad vantages 
over all coast rivals, is th e largest 
and safest resting place for shipping 
in the world. 
F ifty miles of bay lie 
south of the city and twenty-five ex­ 
tend north w ard , conecting th e re with 
San Pablo bay. which is about fifteen 
miles in diam eter. T he average w idth 
of San F rancisco bay is eigh t miles, 
and the 
shore line, 
irre gula r of 
course, is ab out 300 miles in length. 
T he two largest rivers in the state, 
the S acram ento and 
San Joaq uin 
flow into the hay. 
The Golden Gate, 
the widely referred-to entrance to 
the bay, is about three and one-half 
miles long by one mile in width and 
from 100 to 300 feet in depth. 
G row th of P opulation. 
San F rancisco’s strides 
forw ard 
are well illustrated by the grow th of 
its population. 
Good 
auth orities 
have m ade up the follow ing table: 
A ugust, 184 7, 4 59; Novem ber, 18 52,

The 
city now boasts ot 37 5.000 people, 
which is believed to be pretty well 
within th e m ark .

He 
also stated that he was not the or­ 
ganizer of the Law and O rder league 
as has been charged, but th a t ttie 
plans now being carried oiu by the 
league w ere formed by th e M inister­ 
ial association before his arrival in 
the city. 
“ B ut,” he said. ‘ if I had 
been h ere at that tim e I should have 
certainly had a hand in the form ation 
of those plans, and I am with th e 
league and we are going to punish 
violators of the law. be they man, 
wom an, boy or girl.” 
“ People of Dixon,” he continued, 
“ let it be know n th a t 
if our city 
is disgraced by th e new spaper repre­ 
sentations, it is not th e fault of your 
churches nor your m inisters, nor the 
Law and O rder league, nor the sup­ 
porters of law and order, b ut wholly 
and solely will it lie at the doors of 
th e officers of the law, wdio connive 
at iniquity and denounce those who 
are laboring in the interest of law e n­ 
forcem ent.” 
A m ong oth er th ings he said th a t 
it was all righ t for one officer to of­ 
fer a rew ard of twenty-five dollars to 
any one who could prove th a t he had 
given a tip to anyone to leave town 
d uring th e session of th e grand jury, 
but why, said he, did not all the offi­ 
cers do th e sam e, and give som e of 
us a chance to m ak e th a t twenty-five 
dollars? 
“ T his is only an introduction to 
m y serm on and I will finish it next 
S unday evening.” said th e m inister 
in closing his address.
